Ws find, then, that the Customs* 
dm tea received during I lie last twelve 
Tnnriths of the old Uriff averaged about 
Jl 1 (Is. Id, per head of the population; 

and lhat during the first twelve 
months of the new tariff, 
they averaged about £1 7*. Sd. per 
head ; the difference being Ts. 7<1. 
per head in favour of the latter. This 
difference may in part be accounted foi 
by the Rieatcr wealth of the community, 
which induced a larger consumption per 
head during the lust of these years Umn 
during the /list. But ihcre can be no 
doubt that the main cnuae is to be founti 
in (ho nature of lbs tariff itself, the new 
duties spreading more equally than the 
old ones over articles of universal con- 
sumption, and therefore over all classes 
of the communLly. 

Now, here is a syslcm of taxation 
yielding an immense increase of revenue, 
without being felt by those upon whom it 
Falk. Wo are tased without the inter- 
vention of that unpopular functionary, 
Ihe tax-gatherer, whose demands never 
grate upon our curs, whose shadow 
never darkens oar doors. The 
system goes on prosperously for the 
revenue, but withal so invisibly and ao 
iiiaudiblv that the only way in which we 
are made conscious of its existence if by 
Iho contemplation of its splendid 
fruits. In thet month of AuguaL, 
1S51, we paid in the shape of 
Customs' duties £11,500; in August 
1952, we paid jCIS.GOO; in August 185,1, 
£131,700 ; and yet wo were quite uncon- 
scious of having paid more in the second 
of these periods (han in the first, or of 
having paid more in the third than in the 
second. If this be not taxation made 
easy, we know not what is. 

NEW ZEALAND,

We shall of counts have repeated 
opportunities, however, of more particu- 
larly dwelling on the position in which 
(be first Council will be placed, and sludt 
therefore now add only our congralulii- 
tions on Uio favourable prospect set be- 
fore the Province in this respect, and our 
earnest hope that th<i best expectations of 
the people inny be abundantly realised. " 

The Auckland Hevetiue for the last 
quarter amounted in the lolal to within a 
trifle of twenly-foiir thousnnd pounds, 
being considerably more thun twice the 
total of the preceding (ifatch) qunrter,or 
of tha corresponding (June) quarter of 
last year. It wilt be- noticed at once, 
however, that, although the ordinary 
revenue cihibils a very satisfactory im- 
provement, the great increase has boon in 
the Cruwn Land revctmc. This, which 
in the June quarter of ISii^ woi under 
three thousand pounds, has reached, in 
the June quarter of 1853, to nearly thir- 
teen thousand pounds. 

The Aeip ZcaUiiuhi- attributes Ihe great 
inci'finsc in the land revenue to thu ncr 
cheap Land Regulations. The expendi-

At present, 
alsbough ecrip had been insued, there were no 
shoretjoldera, there had been no Fubacription 
10 articlee of eoparinerahlp. The scrip thus 
circulating fromhand 10 hand, no one knew to 
whom Llbelonged.i Tha ecrip owners mijht ha 
ready to pay up after lhe charter Vfia grauled. 
but ■-.'. present there woi no aaaoo[a.ti[>n m pay. 
He contended tbcrtffon that the pirtiea in- 
terested in Iblo hank were not even in a posi- 
tion lo petition for this charter of irmonpora- 
lion, and he attould therefore oppsia the Ebird 
reading. 

Jdr. MARTEN should not oppose the Bill, 
on account of any Injury it could do to ihe

They knew -very well lhat ccmpnnlea euoh aa 
these held out loducoccenta to credulous per- 
anus, females or guardians of ahildren, lo in- 
vest Iheir email means in Ihem. It become 
then a matter of question whether It was right 
for that Houao to lend ila countenance to anj 
atock-j.ibbing association -whether it waa 
proprr or decent for them to forward the viewa 
of nny party, however roipcotnble it might be ; 
and lie did not mean to nny that the persons 
implicated In lhe formation of IWs Bank wave 
not reapectsblc. It had been Hid that the 
names l.i thii Company wore highly respect- 
able | but lie found that mmes of the higher 
credit worn associated wilh all those CDmuanies, 
and ihnt they were all ready to take "hires ln 
such com pan Ua, and IQ a ell out at tbe highest 
Fctttium thoy could get, nnd the highS the 
premium they got the more resectable they 
wero Lhought to be. Therefore whatever llio 
evils of stock jobbing arising from com- 
panies of this sort might be, be thoeght 
they were juet at likrly to enstlB 
from the alliance of the rctpeclable poraoaa es 
Ihey wera called, as from thai of IhoaB who did 
not poaeeaa that character. Aa he bad befora 
stoted with the safeeuirda vihich bid been 
eivon to the Bill, he did not think the uasplnl 
of lhe measure could da noy poirible injury to 
tbo colony. Hut credulous poop'e in 3sWand 
would bo guided much by ihe decbion of ihe 
Council, and as ho believoil thnt the passing of 
lhe measure mutt he Injurious lo them, and ru 
it was quite evident the company hoi aever 
been formed or ssncinicd in any legal or »«#■ 
ing form, he should oppose lhe motlcn,

Thia ivaa a oiotion fi>r now trial and Upon 
leave reserved. The notion, whlsh waa tri^d 
at the laat MeiLtaud Circuit Court, before Sir 
Alfred Stephen, ajaa brought vs. rscover a 
piece of land on tbe Humber, comprlalug about 
19 aoree, Plaintiff a title rosted upon e grant 
in IE 12, but defendant rcDEtd open poasrasion 
for *8 yejin, and contended that thie grant >■ 
bad for unceFtalnty, In addressing the jury, 
the learned Chief Juetico aamnud the >ufn- 
ciency of tho pTant, leaving chs legal e|eeation 
us to thia mflicientjy 10 ho decided bv the 
Court abore. Hence the reservation of leave 
to mote for a nonsuit, on the ground that the 
grant was bad upon the faes of it. The evi- 
dence had reference aotely to questions of stir* 
veying (aa to the natme ml position of patti- 
Etllar lines, Sic,), which eOutd acarCcly be 
Undsratood rfithout a diagram. Tho verdict 
wta for plaintiff: aubjeot to tke mervaiion 
aheady tneniSoned.

upon the renr of tbe premiaes, Trom 
the absence of tho Superintendent however 
(who, we are informed uj eufttrlng from an 
accident), considerable eonfuiiDa prevailed, 
and it was A Ions time before the engine eould 
bo get to work. In ths meanwhile Mr. 
K'Leria had statbned several men on the 
lop of the Cornmereial Dunk and of the 
Ooldon Fleece, by whoae exertions tbe fire 
Wan prevented from ■pending to eith or of thoao 
huildingBj though the roof of the latler tonk 
Bra several limea, 8y eleven o'clock the 
rtttiitarj engine arrived, aud a detachment of 
the eleventh regiment wea in attendance, na 
well aa a number of the seamenrjf the Acheron. 
These wore very ably nnd energetically aa- 
aia-ed by a number of seamen who happened 
Co be in the afreet. By the combined exer- 
tinnn of all parlies the tiro, winch had consumed 
the roof of the houae and gutted the 
second atory, wee got Under, and 
nt II o' click all danger m over, Tho crowd 
on the whole, tbo igh excited, ivaa orderly and 
well dispnaltEnijtd. The prcrnisei, as well aa 
those of the Cornmereial Bank and tbe Qolden 
Fleece, were Insured in lhe Bydnty Fire 
Abili ranee aud in the Imperial Offices, Tbe 
stock of Mr. M'Donald, which waa to n con- 
si ilcroble extent removed to tho street, mua: 
have hitstiincii very considerable damsge, and 
the building itself trill be a ruin. The supply 
of water was plentiful ; and although triers 
was some confusion in the management of the 
engines, owinf, happily for tha city, for warn 
of practice in working them, the fire waa got 
nndct In good time.

Such ere the 
principal characteristics of Melbourne. Such 
It tha ircpreSElsD conveyed when you first 
enter Its precincts. Compared with Sydney 
there ia therefore a striking difference. Sydney 
has grown up slowly and naturally i but Mel- 
bourne- seems to have risen into exi&t- 
enoe ^by a " itrofce of the enchanted 
wand." Sydney in the production of thought, 
labour, and art, extending over three quarters 
of a century, whilst Melbourne is tho growth 
only of a few ysars, the result of a caprlrEous for- 
tune, th* splendid pageant of an hour. Still 
it hat soma ndvantagea which Sydney bos not. 
Its strain are touch wider nnd better laid out, 
snd the surroanding country in point of struc- 
ture and fertility ia eminently adapted to tb 
purposes of a gteat trading and commercial 
city.
